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back radio signals confirming it reached its 
destination. 

“We’re there. We’re in orbit. We conquered 
Jupiter,” Juno chief scientist Scott Bolton said 
during a post-mission briefing. 

In the weeks leading up to the encounter, 
Juno snapped pictures of the giant planet and 
its four inner moons dancing around it. Sci- 
entists were surprised to see Jupiter’s second- 
largest moon, Callisto, appearing dimmer 
than expected. 

The spacecraft’s camera and other instru- 
ments were switched off for arrival, so there 
weren’t any pictures at that key moment. Sci- 
entists have promised close-up views of the 
planet when Juno skims the cloud tops during 
the 20 -month, $i.i billion mission managed 
by NASA’s Jet Propulsion Laboratory 
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Wi!:h its hfllDwy clouilt and cnlorfiil strip?.5, 
Jupiter is an extreme world that likely formed 
first, shortly after the sun. Unlocking its histo- 
ry may hold clues to understanding how Earth 
and the rest of the solar system developed. 

Named after Jupiter’s cloud-piercing wife 
in Roman mythology Juno is only the second 
mission designed to spend time at Jupiter. 

Galileo, launched in 1989, circled Jupiter 
for nearly a decade, beaming back splendid 
views of the planet and its numerous moons. 
It uncovered signs of an ocean beneath the icy 
surface of the moon Europa, considered a top 
target in the search for life outside Earth. 

Juno’s mission: To peer through Jupiter’s 
cloud-socked atmosphere and map the inte- 
rior from a unique vantage point above the 
poles. Among the lingering questions: How 
much water exists? Is there a solid core? Why 
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down and look at what’s inside, see how it’s 
built, how deep these features go, learn about 
its real secrets.” 

There’s also the mystery of its Great Red 
Spot. Recent observations by the Hubble 
Space Telescope revealed the centuries-old 
monster storm in Jupiter’s atmosphere is 
shrinking. 

The trek to Jupiter, spanning nearly five 
years and 1.8 billion miles, took Juno on a tour 
of the inner solar system followed by a swing 
past Earth that catapulted it beyond the as- 
teroid belt between Mars and Jupiter. 

Along the way, Juno became the first space- 
craft to cruise that far out powered by the 
sun, beating Europe’s comet-chasing Rosetta 
spacecraft. A trio of massive solar wings sticks 
out from Juno like blades from a windmill.

Startup accelerator 
names 2016 class 


By Amina Elahi i blue sky innovation 
Techstars Chicago announced its accelera- 
tor class for 2016 last week, naming a group 
of 10 companies that offer everything from 
packaged lunches to a connected tracker for 
children. 

The program is Chicago’s leading accel- 
erator, with alumni including SpotHero and 
GiveForward. 

Companies often emerge with changed 
business models, fresh investments and 
even new names. 

This summer’s 90-day bootcamp will 
feature more instruction than 
previous years on sales, mar- 
keting and growth hacking, 
and creating viral loops, man- 
aging director Troy Henikoff 
said. 

Half of the 10 companies in 
the accelerator, which started 
last week, haven’t started earn- 
ing revenue, Henikoff said. 

He said the focus at such 
an early stage is on getting 
and keeping users, and getting 
them to pay 

“We’re really focused on 
that growth side, and we’re 
changing the curriculum of our 
program somewhat to focus on that more,” 
Henikoff said. 

Techstars Chicago will host a private 
demo day Sept. 29 at the House of Blues. 

Participating companies will receive 
$20,000 in funding in exchange for 
6 percent common stock and the option of 
a $100,000 debt note. 

Henikoff said the startups also get access 
to dozens of mentors, free office space and 
in-kind services from companies including 
Microsoft and SendGrid. 

This year’s class draws startups from 
across the country but lacks the interna- 
tional presence of 2015’s cohort. 


Most of the businesses focus on soft- 
ware, but Henikoff said he was excited to 
welcome a hardware company for the first 
time. 

Here is this year’s Techstars class; compa- 
nies are based in Chicago unless otherwise 
noted. 

» Bright, which creates software that 
helps subscription-based businesses track 
and understand key metrics. 

» Brightwork (Oregon), a tool for devel- 
opers to better understand APIs. 

»CompleteSet (Ohio), a site where 

people can buy and sell collect- 
ible items and memorabilia. 

»ConvertFlow (Florida), 
which makes tools that help 
companies capture emails and 
more from website visitors. 

» Fitbot (Florida), a manage- 
ment dashboard for personal 
trainers and coaches. 

» Jio, a hardware startup 
that makes a tiny device for 
helping parents keep track of 
their children. The company 
announced early last week that 
it had raised $1.2 million from 
investors including former 
Motorola Mobility senior vice 
president of design Jim Wicks, Samsung 
SmartThings vice president Tyler Hall and 
Techstars. 

» LogicGate, a tool that lets businesses 
create applications without coding using 
drag-and-drop software. 

» Fak’d, a packaged lunch delivery service 
for families. 

» PartySlate, a site that curates event 
photos and connects visitors to vendors. It’s 
also a member of Wistem, the program at 
1871 for women founders. 

»Stationfy (California), a site where 
sports fans follow and watch their favorite 
athletes’ and teams’ moments.

The math is staggering. In the first 96 hours 
of free agenc}^ NBA teams committed about 
$3 billion toward contracts that can start be- 
coming finalized later this week. 

That’s almost $9,000 a second. Every sec- 
ond. For four days. 

And for all the dominoes that fell between 
July I and 4— Kevin Durant leaving Oklahoma 
City for Golden State, Joakim Noah leaving 
the Bulls for New %rk, Mike Conley staying 
in Memphis with what would be the richest 
contract in NBA history — there are still plenty 
of fireworks remaining, most notably what 
LeBron James will do with his next deal and 
if Dwyane Wade will stay in Miami. 

As expected, the unexpected has reigned so 
far. 

“The NBA and other businesses, they’re 
not created equally” Thunder general manager 
Sam Presti said Monday a few hours after Du- 
rant announced that he was taking a two-year 
deal with Golden State that would be worth 
$54 million if he plays it out. There is a player 


option for the second season, the Associated 
Press was told by a person familiar with the 
terms. 

Presti could have said those words last sum- 
mer and they still would have been accurate, 
though not as accurate as right now 

The league’s about-to-kick-in $24 billion 
television contract sparked a jump in the salary 
cap from $70 million last season to just over 
$94.1 million for the coming year, and that 
enormous increase created a market that was 
unpredictable to say the least. 

Conley’s deal wiU be worth $153 million over 
five years. Noah is a two-time All-Star, a for- 
mer All-NBA first-team player and a former 
defensive player of the year; he got four years 
and $72 million from the Knicks. That’s basi- 
cally the same deal that Kent Bazemore— a 
career 6.4-point-per-game scorer— got to stay 
with Atlanta. 

The league’s biggest right-place, right-time 
success story might be guard Tyler Johnson. A 
year ago at this time, he went home from the 
Orlando summer league with a broken jaw and 


a partially guaranteed contract. On Thursday 
he’ll sign an offer sheet with Brooklyn that will 
assure him of making $50 million over the next 
four years and finally allow his mother to retire. 

Master Sgt. Jennifer Johnson of the Califor- 
nia Air National Guard’s 129th Rescue Wing 
has shed a few tears in the past couple days. 
So has her son, who was undrafted two years 
ago out of Fresno State and who went from 
the D -Teague to the Miami Heat to $50 mil- 
lion (and Miami is almost certainly going to 
be unable to match the deal). When he got 
the numbers, Tyler Johnson was actually over- 
come by nausea. 

“It’s so surreal to me,” Jennifer Johnson said 
Monday “It hasn’t registered. It definitely 
hasn’t registered. ... I definitely thought he had 
the potential to increase his salary but I never 
thought he would have multiple teams looking 
at him like they did.” 

Durant’s departure for Golden State has 
been the major development so far, and it’s 
tough to see anything topping that one— no 
matter what James or Wade decides. For all the 


billions spent elsewhere, the $26 million or so 
that Durant will make next year figures to make 
a Warriors team that won a record 73 games this 
past regular season even more daunting. 

Going forward, Wade will probably be the 
biggest name whose destination for next sea- 
son remains unclear. 

He has a $40 million, two-year offer from 
Miami, though he hasn’t accepted it— which 
indicates that he won’t. There are dozens of 
other deals leaguewide to be made, and there’s 
plenty of eyes on San Antonio to see if five- 
time champion Tim Duncan will retire, espe- 
cially now that former Bulls forward Pau Gasol 
has signed with the team. 

“This has been by far the most challenging 
few weeks in my professional life,” Durant 
wrote on The Players’ Tribune, in announcing 
his move to Golden State. “I understood cog- 
nitively that I was facing a crossroads in my 
evolution as a player and as a man, and that it 
came with exceptionally difficult choices.” 

At $9,000 a second, teams have been mak- 
ing some difficult choices as well.

“Mike and Dave” is the director’s feature debut 
after his hilarious “7 Days in Hell” aired on HBO 
last year, and the film gives away that the self- 
proclaimed “comedy nerd” spent time in the im- 
prov mecca that is Chicago. Much of the comedy 
which stars Devine, Zac Efron, Anna Kendrick 
and Aubrey Plaza, was improvised to the point 
that Devine says he doesn’t remember some of the 
takes that ended up in the movie. 

“I think it’s really important to start with a great 
script as your base. I come from the school of us- 
ing a lot of improv on set, but we would always 
take the script and work from there,” Szymanski 
said. ‘A lot of times for me, it’s where I hear it. 
When I hear the actors do something and then 
I go, ‘Oh, you know what, now that I’m hearing 
you do it, it might be reaUy fun to jump off in this 
direction. Let’s try it.’ ” 

Devine said the key is to work within the truth 
of a character. Mike and Dave are rambunctious

brothers who like to have a good time but are 
maybe a little too present in each other’s lives 
(the word “codependent” is thrown around). Play- 
ing within that framework helped establish the 
brothers’ dynamic. 

“Improv isn’t funny if you’re acting in a scene 
and suddenly a person is like, ‘I’m a scientist!’ ” 
Devine said. “It has to make sense for the scene, 
and if it rings true for the character, then it can 
work in the movie. I think that’s the misconcep- 
tion of improv— people are like, ‘Oh, you could 
just say whatever, that’s what’s cool about improv’ 
No, it has to make sense for the situation and the 
scene and the character to say that.” 

You may know Devine from his work on “Mod- 
ern Family” “Workaholics” and “Pitch Perfect.” 
The 32-year-old has an expressive face and genu- 
inely commits to absurdity in his roles. As Mike, 
he’s the “sadder” brother who may or may not be 
holding back his younger, better-looking brother, 
Dave (Efron). 

“What’s cool about the characters of Mike and 


TALKING 
WEDDING 
ETIQUETTE WITH 
ADAM DEVINE 
AND JAKE 
SZYMANSKI 

We’re right in the middle of wedding 
season, and star Adam Devine and 
director Jake Szymanski are basically 
experts on etiquette after filming 
“Mike and Dave Need Wedding Dates.’’ 
(Szymanski actually sort of is because 
he used to be a wedding DJ.) So we 
asked them some simple questions 
about wedding dos and don’ts. -l.c. 

How many dates should I go on 
before I bring him or her as a 
plus-one to a wedding? 

Adam Devine: I think you’ve got to be 
at least two months in. 

Jake Szymanski: Unless you’re 
purposely trying to scare them. Unless 
you’re two dates in and like, “How can 
I end this?’’ Invite them to a wedding- 
it’s way too soon. 

Can I Snapchat my friend’s wedding? 

AD: I mean, yeah, if you want to be like 
the most annoying person at the party. 

JS: What can’t you Snapchat these 
days? I think, yes, you can Snapchat, 
but there are filters you shouldn’t 
be using. You shouldn’t be using, 
like maybe rainbow vomit is OK, 
but old lady crazy face is not OK 
for a wedding. It’s not about using 
Snapchat, it’s about what filters. Don’t 
make the bride the old lady. Don’t 
make the groom the puppy. No one’s 
going to like that later. It’s the most 
special day of their lives. 

AD: That being said, [she’s a] pretty 
cool bride if she’s like, “Yeah, make me 
the old lady.” 

JS: Yeah, then you got a keeper. 

What’s the best way to deal with a 
pushy best man or maid of honor? 

AD: Uh, get a new best friend? I feel 
like if my best friend, if he was my best 
friend, if he was being too pushy, I’d be 
like, “I’m cashing you out. I’m getting a 
new one. Sorry.” 

JS: Never be afraid to switch out your 
best man or maid of honor, even the 
day of your wedding. Even last minute. 

AD: Always be willing to demote 
people. 

How much is too much if there’s an 
open bar? 

AD: I like weddings where, like, people 
get sloshed. It’s way more fun. I went 
to a wedding a few months ago that 
was just beer and wine. Like, what is 
going on here, guys? 



Dave specifically is, yeah, they like to party but 
the/re not snarky or [bleepls,” Devine said. 
“They want everyone to have a good time with 
them. It just so happens that usually when they 
party things get spun out of control and Grand- 
pa might die.” 

Playing around with improv resulted in 
Devine sharing a kiss scene with Efron and a sex 
scene with Plaza, and Devine insisted the latter 
was more uncomfortable. 

“The kissing scene with Zac came and went 
so quickly” he said. “The scene with Aubrey 
was funny and super awkward. ... Aubrey was 
like, ‘How would this work?’ and I’m like, ‘Well, 
I would have to bend it down ... and you would 
need to come at it from an angle.’ And she’s like, 
‘Ohh, OK. Yeah. I see.’ ” 

Szymanski said the joke of that scene came 
from trying to think of what sexual humor he 
had never seen in a movie. Plaza, alongside Ken- 
drick, plays one of the titular wedding dates that 
the guys “need” because their younger sister 
Jeanie is getting married and wants them to be 
chill during the festivities. 

Tatiana (Plaza) and Alice (Kendrick) are also a 
little wild but present themselves as “nice girls” 
to get a free trip to Hawaii with the guys. That 
phrase — “nice girls” — is used so frequently in the 
film that it starts to become a theme. Szymanski 
said it was originally to make sure the premise 
of the movie was clear, but then it turned into 
an interesting commentary on the pressure girls 
receive to be “nice.” 

“By the end, I think you find out that our 
quote-unquote bad girls are actually nice girls. 
On the inside,” Szymanski said. 

There is a current of devotion running be- 
neath the movie, elevating it above generic 
raunchy dude humor. Tatiana and Alice are 


childhood best friends, committed to taking 
care of each other and being true to themselves, 
and Mike and Dave’s lives are intertwined to 
the point of madness. Their earnest promise to 
bring dates is motivated by a desire to be there 
for their little sister, inspiring a #DoingltFor 
Jeanie mentality 

Neither Szymanski nor Devine has ever gone 
that far for a family member (“I haven’t gone 
down a hashtag route as of yet,” Devine said). 
They joked about how far they’d drive for their 
families, and Devine fondly recalled a memory 
of his younger sister cursing out a group of older 
kids who called him a cripple after he got into a 
serious accident as a kid. 

“I was hit by a cement truck and couldn’t walk 
for a couple years. I remember some kid called 
me a cripple, which didn’t offend me because, 
no, I can’t walk, that’s pretty spot-on, you know 
what I mean?” Devine said. “But my little sis- 
ter just went off on these kids. My sister is like, 
‘Who the {bleep}—,’ and she’s a little girl at this 
point. So big shout-out to Brittani Devine. But 
if she was crippled, I would do the same thing.” 

To be sure, there’s plenty of weird, inappro- 
priate, rowdy humor in “Mike and Dave Need 
Wedding Dates,” but it’s grounded in tight 
bonds between the characters that keep it from 
feeling random. 

“I think that’s more relatable to everyone be- 
cause people can see themselves in the charac- 
ters,” Szymanski said. 

“When you see a movie and it’s just a party 
guy, you’re like, ‘^ah, but why are you the party 
guy? What’s happening in your life that you are 
that person? What’s going on?’ ” Devine said. 

“What are you running from?” Szymanski 
joked.

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‘Mike & Dave’ is

You already know 
the template for a 
movie like “Mike and 
Dave Need Wedding 
Dates.” Two rowdy 
brothers get bullied 
into bringing nice-girl 
dates to their sister’s 
wedding in Hawaii. 

(“ Y)u want us to bring 
dates to a wedding? 

Is that allowed?”) 
Except the girls only 
pretended to be nice 
to get a free vacation, 
and all hell breaks 
loose. Throw in some 
ecstasy and penis 
jokes, and you’ve got 

Traditionally you’d also be waiting for the 
other shoe to drop— for Mike (Adam Devine) 
and Dave (Zac Efron) to slowly faU for their 
dates, only to have everything messed up once 
the lie comes to light. Cue the tearful apologies 
at the last minute and the happily ever afters. 
Except “Mike and Dave” mercifully gives a big 
middle finger to the rom-com formula and in- 
stead chooses to focus on characters’ relation- 
ships with friends and themselves. 

Mike and Dave are brothers who sell liquor 
together and have no interest in ever being 
apart. Alice (Anna Kendrick) and Tatiana (Au- 
brey Plaza) are childhood best friends and such 
hot messes that they get fired from their wait- 
ress jobs after repeatedly turning up drunk. 

The movie throws a lot at the wall, and 
only some of it sticks. Within the first five 
minutes of the movie, Mike and Dave’s dad 
prophetically remarks, “This shtickwas cute 
for a while, but it’s gotten stale.” Jokes that are 
funny for a second get dragged out for eternity 
and the physical comedy isn’t half as effective 
as director Jake Szymanski thinks it is. 

What truly sells the film is the great back 
and forth between Efron and Devine (and, to 
a lesser extent. Plaza and Kendrick). A lot was 
improvised, and some jokes are played so off- 
the-cuff that it simply feels like watching two 
very funny brothers clown around. 

The script is smart to let all four characters 
be weird without judgment. They’re dumb, 
odd, messy people, and when it comes time for 
them to grow up a little bit, the film doesn’t try 
to change them. “I don’t want us to stop being 
us, but I think occasionally we should think 
about how other people feel,” Tatiana tells 
Alice. Be less selfish, not less weird. 

The whole thing is undeniably sloppy and 
never quite as funny as it could be. But “Mike 
and Dave” refuses to be jammed into the mold, 
and that’s worth something.

Dots and a Dash. “Nothing juicy I just want the 
whole thing off the record because I’ve never 
done an off the record interview” 

“Mike and Dave” is the director’s feature debut 
after his hilarious “7 Days in Hell” aired on HBO 
last year, and the film gives away that the self- 
proclaimed “comedy nerd” spent time in the im- 
prov mecca that is Chicago. Much of the comedy 
which stars Devine, Zac Efron, Anna Kendrick 
and Aubrey Plaza, was improvised to the point 
that Devine says he doesn’t remember some of the 
takes that ended up in the movie. 

“I think it’s really important to start with a great 
script as your base. I come from the school of us- 
ing a lot of improv on set, but we would always 
take the script and work from there,” Szymanski 
said. ‘A lot of times for me, it’s where I hear it. 
When I hear the actors do something and then 
I go, ‘Oh, you know what, now that I’m hearing 
you do it, it might be reaUy fun to jump off in this 
direction. Let’s try it.’ ” 

Devine said the key is to work within the truth 
of a character. Mike and Dave are rambunctious

brothers who like to have a good time but are 
maybe a little too present in each other’s lives 
(the word “codependent” is thrown around). Play- 
ing within that framework helped establish the 
brothers’ dynamic. 

“Improv isn’t funny if you’re acting in a scene 
and suddenly a person is like, ‘I’m a scientist!’ ” 
Devine said. “It has to make sense for the scene, 
and if it rings true for the character, then it can 
work in the movie. I think that’s the misconcep- 
tion of improv— people are like, ‘Oh, you could 
just say whatever, that’s what’s cool about improv’ 
No, it has to make sense for the situation and the 
scene and the character to say that.” 

You may know Devine from his work on “Mod- 
ern Family” “Workaholics” and “Pitch Perfect.” 
The 32-year-old has an expressive face and genu- 
inely commits to absurdity in his roles. As Mike, 
he’s the “sadder” brother who may or may not be 
holding back his younger, better-looking brother, 
Dave (Efron). 

“What’s cool about the characters of Mike and 


TALKING 
WEDDING 
ETIQUETTE WITH 
ADAM DEVINE 
AND JAKE 
SZYMANSKI 

We’re right in the middle of wedding 
season, and star Adam Devine and 
director Jake Szymanski are basically 
experts on etiquette after filming 
“Mike and Dave Need Wedding Dates.’’ 
(Szymanski actually sort of is because 
he used to be a wedding DJ.) So we 
asked them some simple questions 
about wedding dos and don’ts. -l.c. 

How many dates should I go on 
before I bring him or her as a 
plus-one to a wedding? 

Adam Devine: I think you’ve got to be 
at least two months in. 

Jake Szymanski: Unless you’re 
purposely trying to scare them. Unless 
you’re two dates in and like, “How can 
I end this?’’ Invite them to a wedding- 
it’s way too soon. 

Can I Snapchat my friend’s wedding? 

AD: I mean, yeah, if you want to be like 
the most annoying person at the party. 

JS: What can’t you Snapchat these 
days? I think, yes, you can Snapchat, 
but there are filters you shouldn’t 
be using. You shouldn’t be using, 
like maybe rainbow vomit is OK, 
but old lady crazy face is not OK 
for a wedding. It’s not about using 
Snapchat, it’s about what filters. Don’t 
make the bride the old lady. Don’t 
make the groom the puppy. No one’s 
going to like that later. It’s the most 
special day of their lives. 

AD: That being said, [she’s a] pretty 
cool bride if she’s like, “Yeah, make me 
the old lady.” 

JS: Yeah, then you got a keeper. 

What’s the best way to deal with a 
pushy best man or maid of honor? 

AD: Uh, get a new best friend? I feel 
like if my best friend, if he was my best 
friend, if he was being too pushy, I’d be 
like, “I’m cashing you out. I’m getting a 
new one. Sorry.” 

JS: Never be afraid to switch out your 
best man or maid of honor, even the 
day of your wedding. Even last minute. 

AD: Always be willing to demote 
people. 

How much is too much if there’s an 
open bar? 

AD: I like weddings where, like, people 
get sloshed. It’s way more fun. I went 
to a wedding a few months ago that 
was just beer and wine. Like, what is 
going on here, guys? 



Dave specifically is, yeah, they like to party but 
the/re not snarky or [bleepls,” Devine said. 
“They want everyone to have a good time with 
them. It just so happens that usually when they 
party things get spun out of control and Grand- 
pa might die.” 

Playing around with improv resulted in 
Devine sharing a kiss scene with Efron and a sex 
scene with Plaza, and Devine insisted the latter 
was more uncomfortable. 

“The kissing scene with Zac came and went 
so quickly” he said. “The scene with Aubrey 
was funny and super awkward. ... Aubrey was 
like, ‘How would this work?’ and I’m like, ‘Well, 
I would have to bend it down ... and you would 
need to come at it from an angle.’ And she’s like, 
‘Ohh, OK. Yeah. I see.’ ” 

Szymanski said the joke of that scene came 
from trying to think of what sexual humor he 
had never seen in a movie. Plaza, alongside Ken- 
drick, plays one of the titular wedding dates that 
the guys “need” because their younger sister 
Jeanie is getting married and wants them to be 
chill during the festivities. 

Tatiana (Plaza) and Alice (Kendrick) are also a 
little wild but present themselves as “nice girls” 
to get a free trip to Hawaii with the guys. That 
phrase — “nice girls” — is used so frequently in the 
film that it starts to become a theme. Szymanski 
said it was originally to make sure the premise 
of the movie was clear, but then it turned into 
an interesting commentary on the pressure girls 
receive to be “nice.” 

“By the end, I think you find out that our 
quote-unquote bad girls are actually nice girls. 
On the inside,” Szymanski said. 

There is a current of devotion running be- 
neath the movie, elevating it above generic 
raunchy dude humor. Tatiana and Alice are 


childhood best friends, committed to taking 
care of each other and being true to themselves, 
and Mike and Dave’s lives are intertwined to 
the point of madness. Their earnest promise to 
bring dates is motivated by a desire to be there 
for their little sister, inspiring a #DoingltFor 
Jeanie mentality 

Neither Szymanski nor Devine has ever gone 
that far for a family member (“I haven’t gone 
down a hashtag route as of yet,” Devine said). 
They joked about how far they’d drive for their 
families, and Devine fondly recalled a memory 
of his younger sister cursing out a group of older 
kids who called him a cripple after he got into a 
serious accident as a kid. 

“I was hit by a cement truck and couldn’t walk 
for a couple years. I remember some kid called 
me a cripple, which didn’t offend me because, 
no, I can’t walk, that’s pretty spot-on, you know 
what I mean?” Devine said. “But my little sis- 
ter just went off on these kids. My sister is like, 
‘Who the {bleep}—,’ and she’s a little girl at this 
point. So big shout-out to Brittani Devine. But 
if she was crippled, I would do the same thing.” 

To be sure, there’s plenty of weird, inappro- 
priate, rowdy humor in “Mike and Dave Need 
Wedding Dates,” but it’s grounded in tight 
bonds between the characters that keep it from 
feeling random. 

“I think that’s more relatable to everyone be- 
cause people can see themselves in the charac- 
ters,” Szymanski said. 

“When you see a movie and it’s just a party 
guy, you’re like, ‘^ah, but why are you the party 
guy? What’s happening in your life that you are 
that person? What’s going on?’ ” Devine said. 

“What are you running from?” Szymanski 
joked.

You already know 
the template for a 
movie like “Mike and 
Dave Need Wedding 
Dates.” Two rowdy 
brothers get bullied 
into bringing nice-girl 
dates to their sister’s 
wedding in Hawaii. 

(“ Y)u want us to bring 
dates to a wedding? 

Is that allowed?”) 
Except the girls only 
pretended to be nice 
to get a free vacation, 
and all hell breaks 
loose. Throw in some 
ecstasy and penis 
jokes, and you’ve got 

Traditionally you’d also be waiting for the 
other shoe to drop— for Mike (Adam Devine) 
and Dave (Zac Efron) to slowly faU for their 
dates, only to have everything messed up once 
the lie comes to light. Cue the tearful apologies 
at the last minute and the happily ever afters. 
Except “Mike and Dave” mercifully gives a big 
middle finger to the rom-com formula and in- 
stead chooses to focus on characters’ relation- 
ships with friends and themselves. 

Mike and Dave are brothers who sell liquor 
together and have no interest in ever being 
apart. Alice (Anna Kendrick) and Tatiana (Au- 
brey Plaza) are childhood best friends and such 
hot messes that they get fired from their wait- 
ress jobs after repeatedly turning up drunk. 

The movie throws a lot at the wall, and 
only some of it sticks. Within the first five 
minutes of the movie, Mike and Dave’s dad 
prophetically remarks, “This shtickwas cute 
for a while, but it’s gotten stale.” Jokes that are 
funny for a second get dragged out for eternity 
and the physical comedy isn’t half as effective 
as director Jake Szymanski thinks it is. 

What truly sells the film is the great back 
and forth between Efron and Devine (and, to 
a lesser extent. Plaza and Kendrick). A lot was 
improvised, and some jokes are played so off- 
the-cuff that it simply feels like watching two 
very funny brothers clown around. 

The script is smart to let all four characters 
be weird without judgment. They’re dumb, 
odd, messy people, and when it comes time for 
them to grow up a little bit, the film doesn’t try 
to change them. “I don’t want us to stop being 
us, but I think occasionally we should think 
about how other people feel,” Tatiana tells 
Alice. Be less selfish, not less weird. 

The whole thing is undeniably sloppy and 
never quite as funny as it could be. But “Mike 
and Dave” refuses to be jammed into the mold, 
and that’s worth something.

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The forgotten addiction 


WITH ALL EYES ON HEROIN, 
COCAINE CONTINUES TO 
DESTROY-AND TAKE-LIVES

About 1,000 recovering addicts came to a 
convention in Chicago recently to celebrate 
their sobriety having survived a highly addic- 
tive drug that claims thousands of lives each 
year and produces untold misery among those 
caught in its grip. 

But the drug isn’t heroin— it’s cocaine. 

“Heroin is the drug du jour, but crack is still 
here, cocaine is still here,” said Brian T, 57, a 
Cocaine Anonymous member from Evanston 
who attended the convention. “It destroys 
lives. It’s a tornado effect that just eats up ev- 
erybody in its path. Even though it’s not in the 
limelight, it’s stiU here, killing people.” 

Not long ago, cocaine was considered Amer- 
ica’s No. I drug scourge, ^t for reasons that 
aren’t entirely clear, cocaine use has declined 
dramatically There are about 1.5 million co- 
caine users today compared with 4 million at 
its peak in the 1980s, experts say 


That’s StiU triple the number of heroin us- 
ers, estimated at 435,000 nationwide, but as 
that drug and other opiates have spread, the 
spotlight on cocaine has faded. 

The drug remains dangerous— 241 people 
died from cocaine-related causes last year in 
Cook County according to the medical exam- 
iner’s office— and difficult to treat: Cravings 
for the drug cannot be controUed through 
pharmaceutical means. 

Some Cocaine Anonymous members who 
came to the convention Uved through cocaine’s 
heyday in the 1970s, when many thought the 
drug wasn’t addictive, as weU as the crack plague 
of the 1980s and 1990s. They vividly recaUed 
the 1986 death of basketbaU star Len Bias. 

But Jim R., 52, of Lemont, said today’s 
20 -somethings have no comprehension of co- 
caine’s hazards. 

“Most of these kids are like, ‘We wouldn’t 
do heroin— we would die,’ ” he said. “But the 
cocaine will show up at their parties. They 
view it as less dangerous. They don’t know 
anyone who has overdosed from cocaine. 
They view heroin as a death sentence. They 


view cocaine as a party drug.” 

The reaUty according to Steven Aks, an 
emergency room physician at Cook County’s 
Stroger Hospital, is that cocaine can be lethal. 

It can raise a person’s body temperature and 
create an abnormal heart rhythm, even to the 
point of rupturing the aorta, he said, and it can 
ultimately cause organ systems to shut down 
and cast a user into cardiac arrest. 

The drug has no antidote like naloxone, a 
medication that stops a heroin overdose al- 
most instantly Aks said ER doctors normally 
try to hydrate and cool the person while using 
tranquilizers to calm the heartbeat. Such epi- 
sodes are less common than they used to be, he 
said, but fatalities still occur regularly 

Cocaine’s decline is evident. According to 
the Illinois %uth Survey only 2.7 percent of 
high school seniors in 2014 had used it, com- 
pared with 5 percent a decade earlier. Eewer 
Chicago arrestees test positive for it, and fewer 
clients referred to Treatment Alternatives for 
Safe Communities, which helps people in the 
criminal justice system get into recovery list 
cocaine as their primary drug of choice.

Despite the drop, people with cocaine ad- 
dictions still regularly seek treatment at re- 
habilitation centers such as Yellowbrick in 
Evanston. David Baron, the center’s medical 
director, said the drug poses unique challeng- 
es: While it doesn’t produce the excruciating 
withdrawal symptoms that opiates do, it’s of- 
ten used to mask depression, which must be 
treated alongside the addiction. 

He said while opiates have eclipsed cocaine 
in the public eye, people in his line of work still 
see plenty of damage caused by the drug. 

‘A trend doesn’t mean a total turnover,” he 
said. “I don’t think there’s anyone I know who 
does addiction treatment who would say co- 
caine is no longer a problem.”
